Washington, D. C. — All America 


must commit itself to the solving of 
the unemployment problem. President 
Harding declared Monday. 


Opening the national unemployment 


conference, the president confidently 
predicted the United States will not 
fail in the task which he character- 
ized as "an advance drive of peace." 


"All America has never failed when 


Committed to a common cause," he 
eaid. 


After 
Harding'g address and a 


Bpeech by secretary 
of Commerce 


Hoover, the first session of the con- 
ference adjourned until 3 o'clock Mon- 
day afternoon. 


Both Harding and Hoover emphas- 


ized that the situation must never be 
solved by the giving of government 
alms from the public treasury. 


Cooperation is Remedy 


The president made it very clear 


that the federal treasury wag not to 
be called upon to relieve the situation. 
He instead insisted that the remedy 
lies in the cooperation of capitol, labor 
and the public. 


"Fundamentally sound, financially 


(Btrong, industrially unimpaired, com- 
mercially 
consistent and politically 


unafraid, there ought to be work for 
everybody in the United States who 
chooses to work and our condition at 
home and our place in the world de- 
pends on everybody going to work 
and pursuing it with that patriotism 
and devotion which make for a happy 
people," Harding said. 


America, he added is now suffering 


from a war inheritance which was in- 
evitable and prompt mitigation is im- 
perative. 


Cooperative service to the unem- 


ployed and not charity must be the 
aim of the conference, Secretary Hoo- 
ver declared in his brief speech out- 
lining the program in a general way. 


"Dole" System Vicious 


The "dole" given unemployed in 


ether countries is "the most vicious 
of systems ever introduced into'govern" 
ment," Hoover said. It must-not be 
employed here, he warned, if tho 
United States is to be saved from de- 
structive paternalism. 


Hoover said "there is no questior 


lhat we are on the economic upgrade. 
Every sign indicates that we have 
passed the low economic point." 


The present degree of unemploy- 


ment cannot continue however, he 
eaid, "if our moral and economic sys- 
tem is to survive." 


Outlining the general program of the 


conference Hoover said its first task 
Js to get facts about unemployment, 
us to its volume, 
distribution and 


Character, "but the 
proposals you 


Tnake depend on the weight of the 
problen." 


Must Anticipate Winter 


Next, ho said, the immediate need 


for the coming winter must be coped 
with. Then restoration of commerce 
and -unemployment generally to nor- 
mal must be assisted. 
Preventive 


measures against recurrence of "acute 
reactions which result in employment" 
is also a vital part of the work. 
Hoover said. 
Hoover said the quickest way to get 


results would he to organize at once 
into committees and take up the var- 
ious phases of the problem in them, 
rather than in a general discussion.

pd by the conference. Hoover named 
the following permanent committee 
to prepare the conference program, 
select committees and assign to them 
various phases of the unemployment 
problem:

Harding's "Jobless" Speech 


Washington—The text of President 


Harding's address at the opening of 
the unemployment conference Mon- 
day follows: 


Ladies and gentlemen of the con- 


ference: 


It is a pleasure to express to you 


in advance of your labors the grati- 
tude of the government for your ser- 
vice to the nation. Perhaps It is not 
too much to say—a service to the 
world. Not so very long since I was 
receiving the call of a distinguished 
foreigner and in the course of our 
conversation he alluded to the con- 
ference which is met this morning 
and said, "-Mr. President: Our people 
are deeply interested in the American 
conference 
on unemployment, 
be- 


cause our problem is akin to your own 
and your relief in the United States 
will be an added signal of hope from 
America to us and other people who 
are alike depressed." 


That remark of a distinguished for- 


eigner emphasized our responsibility. 
If it be true that -no citizen is without 
example to some one among his fel- 
lows, which I believe to be everlast- 
ingly true, then nations, great and 
small, are influencing others in all 
they do. 


Applies to World 


You are invited together to consider 


a condition which is in no wise pe- 
culiar to the United States. The in- 
dustrial depression which we are feel- 
ing is a war inheritance throughout 
the world. We saw humanity stressed 
in that production which is impelled 
by nations desperate in self preserva- 
tion. We saw the irdustrial call to 
arms which marshaled the family as 
well as the accustomed bread win- 
ners, and we saw the spiritual, men- 
tal and physical might of the people 
cast 
in the scales measuring 
the 


might of the republic. From such a 
test there is inevitable reaction. To 
such 
heights 
there 
is 
necessary 


ascent in inescapable descent. With 
the world involved there is no escape 
for any of the world from the valleys 
of depression. 
Though we suffered 


less than many of those with whom 
we were associated, and less than any 
of thoscs against whom we contended, 
it was inevitable that we should ex- 
perience the fever's aftermath and 
come to know depression before we 
rould become normal again. 


Liquidation, reorganization, 
read- 


justment, reestahlishrnent, taking ac- 
count of things done and the sober 


contemplation of things to be done, 
the finding of firm ground and the 
open, sure and onward way—all these 
are a part of the inevitable and he 
who thinks they might 
have been 


avoided by this plan or that, or this 
policy or that, or this international 
relationship or that, only hugs a de- 
lusion, when reason is needed for a 
safe council. 


Elation Now Realization 


Even 
though the 
world's store- 


houses were 
depleted, at the same 


time the finances were unbalanced and 
none was ready to store a war crop 
for the more "deliberate consumption 
of peace. Momentarily there was ela- 
tion, but it was not the glow of abid 
ing health. We mistook elation for 
restoration; today we are met in realiz- 
ation. You have been summoned to 
counsel all America to apply your 
knowledge and your experience in re- 
lieving a condition which concerns all 
America. Specifically, you are to deal 
with unemployment, to suggest the 
way of repairing the arterial circula- 
tion whic his the very life blood of the 
republic. 


There is alway.'f 
unemploym<<nt- 


Under most fortunate conditions, I am 
told, there are a million and a half in 
the United States who are not at 
work. 
The figures are astounding 


only because we are a hundred mil- 
lions and this parasite unemployment 
lions and this parasite percentage is 
always with us. 


But there is excessive unemploy- 


ment today and we are concerned, not 
atone about its diminution, but we are 
frankly anxious under the involved 
conditions, lest It grow worse, with 
hardships of the winter season soon 
to be met. 


Problem Most Difficult 


I do not venture to quote the sta- 


tisticians, whether the maximum fig- 
ures are accurate or the minimum 
more dependable. Owing to the far 
swing from intensive endeavor and the 
effort to get down to solid 
founda- 


tions, coupled with the difficulty of 
readjusting expenditure—public, cor- 
porate and individual, from abnormal 
to normal—the problem of unemploy- 
ment is the most difficult with which 
we are confronted. 


But there are no problems affecting 


our national life and the welfare of 
the American people which we cannot, 
and will not solve. If we fail today

President John L. Lewis and other 


international union officers mot legal 
counsel to lay plans of defense against 
the suit pending in federal court here 
which seeks to prevent the collection 
of dues from the organized miners 
"for any purpose whatsoever." The 
suit was filed last we*'k by the oper- 
ators headed by the Borderland Coal 
corporation. 


The conference was held in secret 


at headquarters of the union, while 
tho miners convention in Tomlinson 
hall witnessed a growing intensity in 
the fight between Lewi and Alexander 
Howat, 
insurgent 
leaders of 'the 


Kan.sas union 
district, who refused 


to call off two outlaw strikes at 
the 


request of tho Lewis administration. 


Henry Warrum, chief counsel for 


the miners, and his assistants were 
called to meet the international exe- 
cutive board of the 
union, whose 


membership 
includes Lewis, Virc 


President Phillip Murray and Secre- 
tary-Treasurer Wm. E. Green. All 
these officers and every other officer, 
oven down to the local union leaders, 
were named defendants in the operat- 
ors' suit for a temporary injunction 
to restrain the collection of dues. 


There was much comment to the ef- 


fect that the suit would 
unite the 


convention more solidly behind Lewis 
and his policies inasmuch as it strikes 
at the unauthorized walkouts such as 
Lewis attacked in Howat's case. Jugt 
before a United States marshal served 
the papers on Lewis at the conven- 
tion Friday night, the miners' chief 
had warned the delegates that it was 
on euch strikes the operators were 
basing their persistent attacks against 
tho organization.

Administration Is Firm in Beliel 


that Reductions in Navy Yard 
are Logical Answer to De- 
mand for Government Econ- 
omy.

The Harding' administration 


faced with an issue of continuing the 
pre«ent wage scales in the navy yard 
here, resisted the appeals of organ- 
ized labor and made a drastic cut. 
The controversy was carried tip from 
the navy department to the cabinet 
where President Harding himself took 
a hand. Although private industry 
has been struggling- with this ques- 
tion for months, the government has 
avoided giving any moral support to 
either side. "When the navy yard dis 
pute arose, the issue was inescapable 
and now the word has gone forth from 
the administration that the quickest 
way to normalcy hereabouts is by 
wage cuts. 


The White House mails have been 


full of letters from taxpayers urging 
a diminution of government expend! 
ture. The administration has felt that 
wage cuts especially in government 
enterprises is an inevitable and logical 
answer to the demand for economy. 


Merchants Were Opposed 


Curiously enough, the businessmen 


of the national capital pleaded for la- 
bor In the sense that the government 
was asked not to make the wage cuts 
so drastic. 
The Washington 
mer- 


chants were led to take this action by 
the argument that a cut in wages 
meant a curtailment of buying power. 
Labor headquarters admit they have 
consistenly urged the relationship be- 
tween the retail community and wagp 
scales but nowhere has that theory 
beem so conspicuously championed as 
here in the national eapitol. The plea 
however was unavailing. The Hard- 
ing administration stood pat. Political- 
ly speaking the endorsement by an 
administration of any issae that re- 
lates to wages always has its dangers. 
The Wilsfcm- administration granted 
practically every demand for wage in- 
creases and while earning the friend- 
ship of organized labor it lost tho sup- 
port of many employers who insisted 
that the government was setting an 
uncomfortable precedent. 
It is re- 


alized by administration officials that 
everything the government says on 
the subject of wages will be the basis 
of discussion hy both 3id*>s. Fortunate- 
y for th« Harding administration the 
railroad 
problem 
had been 
passed 


over to the railroad waire board, a 
separate^ institution, and tho roads 
were in private hands so that the 
onus for wage, reductions dtd not fall 
on tho administration. The situation 
in the navy yards however is one in 
which the administration takes com- 
plete responsibility. The 
hopo, of 


course, is that 
painful a.s the pro- 


fesses of reduced wages may be, the 
aim 
justifies the means 
and that 


when normalcy comes the sca.le of liv- 
ing costs will ha.ve been adjusted so 
that the cut in the pay envelope will 
not be so much resented. 


Labor's Position 


Organized labor is in a paradoxical 


position, however, with respect to the 
navy yard cuts. Labor has taken a 
firm stand for disarmament. The re- 
duction in the work in the navy yards 
means a curtailment of government 
expenditure for armament. Labor is 
onthusiastic 
for disarmament 
and 


cannot very well make much of an 
outcry against the laying off of work- 
men who are engaged in the arma- 
ment race. On the other hand, it is 
reported that the purpose of the wage 
reduction is not alono 
g-orvernment 


economy but an effort to transfer to 
the private Interests much of th£ 
work that has heretofore been done 
in government yards. 
The govern- 


ment has always paid high grade 
mechanics a seal® of wages 
higher 


than those in private yards. This has 
kept -within the navy yards a class of 
skilled labor -unexcelled outside the 
government. 
The drop In pay may 


drive these mechanics into the private 
yards and enable them to do more 
government work than heretofore. It 
may be that the movement for the 
abolition of government navy yards 
is growing. It i* an age-old controver- 
sy with much to be said on both sides. 
But labor suspects that the private 
interests will reap an advantage from 
the cutting of wages and will gather 
m.se many higrh grade workers as to 
enable them to get most of the con 
struetion work hereafter.

Notes aggregating $5.000 given by 


the Toy Company of America, Apple- 
ton, to Julius Kiefer of Milwaukee in 
September 1920 will not be paid, as 
result of the decision of Judge E. V 
Werner 
-which 
has just been 
an 


nounced after being held under ad 
visement for three months. 


Kiefer took action early this year 


to force the Appleton concern to paj 
him $5,000 which was named as the 
consideration in what might be termed 
a triangular contract This contract 
was executed in September, 1920 be- 
tween C. F. Wiggins, president and 
general manager of the toy company 
F. F. Wettengel, secretary and tress 
urer of the company, and Alois V 
Adamec, a toymaker of Joliet, 111. 


The contract provided that the Ap- 


pleton concern would employ Adamec 
as production manager of the factory 
pay him a salary of $4,SOO per year 
and give him $12,500 in stock. Kiefer 
came into the part as a third party 
because he claimed that he had ex- 
clusive right to Adamec's services un 
der a contract Adamec had previously 
executed and 
that he could not re- 


linquish his rights to the toymaker 
unless ho was paid $5,000. 


Consent to Agreement 


The two officers of the company con 


sented to recognize Kiefer's claim on 
Aramec and agreed to pay him the 
S6.000 in installments: $250 down, $750 
on Sept. 20, 1820 and the remaining 
$4,000 in four equal installments to 
oome respectively in 30, 60, DO and 120 
days. Notes for these amounts were 
prepared by Mr. Wiggins and 
Mr. 


Wettengel and given to Kiefer. 


Under the contract, Adamec began 


work for tho company about the mid- 
dle of 'September last year. Kiefer 
had represented him to be an expert 
professional toymaker with new ideas 
that might revolutionize the toy in- 
dustry and told the officers of the local 
concern that he was a valuable man. 
It was not long, however, before the 
officers discovered tliat Adamec show- 
ed no signs of being an ingenious toy 
inventor, so they decided to refusu 
payment of the $4,000 which then re- 
mained to be paid the Milwaukee man. 


Kiofrcr Starts Fight 


Kiefor immediately be.gnn legal ac- 


tion in Milwaukee courts to force the 
Toy company of America, to pay the 
notes. Attorney J. L. Johns, repre- 
senting: the officers of the toy company 
went to Milwaukee Ja.n. 10, 1921 and 
•ntered a motion for a change of 
venue in the case and asked that it be 
transferred to Outngajnie-co. circuit 
court. The motion was granted and 
tho case was brought here for trial 
before Judge E. V. Werner, June 22. 


During the course of the trial it 


came to light that the contract made 
by tho officers of the company had 
never been approved by the directors 
of th© corporation and that the officers 
had never been authorized to pay out 
the $1,000 which had been given to 
Kiefor under agreement. Kiefer main- 
tained at the trial tha.t Adamec was a 
toy maker with valuable ideas which 
were patentable and that he. as a re- 
presentative of a Milwaukee toy fac- 
tory capitalized at $100,000 had made 
a contract for the toymaker's ser- 
vices. He declared that under this con- 
tract tho company agreed to give 
Adamec $50,000 worth of stock and a 
big salary. Ho said he had no knowl- 
edge that Adamec was making anoth- 
er contract with the Appleton concern 
until Adamec informed him that ne- 
gotiations were under way. 
Because the cose 
involved many 


points of law previously untried in 
this state. Judge Werner took the 
matter under advisement and spent 
three months in legal research before 
His decision 
no exclusive 
announcing his decision, 
was that 
Kiefer had 


rights to Adamec's services and had 
therefore no right to the 85,000. He 
therefore canceled the notes and or- 
dered Kiefer to return the $1,000 and 
$7.50 interest which the toy company 
had paid him. 
He declared the contract between 


the company and Adamee to b* void 
because the officers of the corporation 
had no authority to make anch a con- 
tract without the consent of the direc- 
tors. Tho court declared the act of 
the officers In oignlng the contract to 
h« "contrary to puhtte policy" nnd In 
"contravention to statutes governing 
corporations." 


Adamec workod for tho toy com- 


pany till January last, when he re- 
signed his position. In December he 
relinquished his original contract and 
was reengaged on a different basis 
until he left the company's employ.

Belfast—The "riot act" 
was read 


in Belfast's disturbed areas Monday 
afternoon for the first time in his- 
tory. 


Reinforcements were rttshed to the 


Ulster capital and the military police 
redoubled their efforts to check the 
sporadic outbursts of fighting which 
continued. 


Fierce fighting between Catholic and 


Protestant mobs continued throughout 
the night, and early Monday the mili- 
tary were still trying to disperse the 
battling factions. 


Volleys of revolver and rifle fire, 


poured down York street by opposing 
gunmen 
shortly 
after, 
midnight 


brought out the armored cars and re- 
peated bursts 
of machine gun fire 


cleared the battle area of rioters. No 
sooner had the crown forces left the 
scone than the mobs again came to- 
gether. 


Eight deaths, four resulting from a 


bomb explosion earlier in the nig-ht's 
fighting and seventy wounded, was 
the toll of casualties for the weekend. 
Two' young girls and a boy were 
wounded by rifle fire early Monday. 


Early Sunday night a bomb was 


thrown into the midst of a Catholic 
mob which was drawn up opposite a 
crowd of unionists in Seaford street. 
It 
failed to explode and some one 


hurled it into the Protestant crowd, 
where it burst with terrific 
effect, 


killing1 four and wounding at least 57.

he said. "They will come to Washing- 
ton in motor trucks. I will take them 
to the White house and ask the presi- 
dent to grant them an audience, and 
to the unemployment conference and 
ask the conferees to question them."

Fire losses are paid by the public, not 


by the insurance companies. The total loss 
from fire in the United States and Canada 
last year was $300.000.000, the largest 
since'the San Francisco earthquake. Still 
more forceful is the fact 1hat eighty per 
cent of th« fire losses are preventable. 


Bluntly expressed the negligence of per- 


sons who pay for insurance is responsible 
for eight-tenths of the losses. With more 
care, and chiefly ordinary care, the total 
of the fire loss could be reduced 
from 


$500.000.000 to ^100.000,000 a year. 
And the saving of $400.000.000 auto- 
matic-Ally would cause insurance rates to 
decrease and 
effect this extra saving. 


Matches, cigars, cigarettes, amateur elec- 
tric wiring and 
thoughtless use of elec- 


trical attachments cause most of the fires, 
damages and loss. 


The" fact that the public pays for the 


losses, plus the COST of carrying on the in- 
surance business, should induce persons to 
be more careful and to cooperate in move- 
ments for fire prevention. It is quite ob- 
vious that insurance companies must de- 
rive their losses, as well as their operating 
expenses and profits from the monej col- 
lected in premiums, and there is no ques- 
tion as to the truth of the statement that 
the public paid $500.000.000 of loss last 
vear. and much more besides. 


DISARMAMENT AND PUBLICITY 
The success of the forthcoming disarm- 


ament conference will depend largely upon 
v-hether the sessions are open or closed. 
There is a world-wide movement to force 
open sessions. This movement is particu- 
larly strong in the United States, where 
the demand for full and complete pub- 
lifity is practically unanimous. The rea- 
sons for this agitation are apparent. 


If substantial and permament disarm- 


ament is to be brought about it will come 
through the demand of the peoples it vital- 
lv affects. 
Neither politicians nor states- 


men, if left to secret diplomacy, will take 
this all-important step in good faith and 
in good measure. It follows, 
therefore, 


that open sessions with the fullest publici- 
ty of the conference are indispensable to 
the accomplishment of its purposes and for 
the relief of humanity from the oppressive 
burdens of militarism. 


If the sessions are not open the peoples 


of the nations represented will ha^e erery 
reasou to believe that the subject is not 
being approached 
candidly and that re- 


sults will be unsatisfactory if not negative. 
The hope of disarmament lies in the popu- 
lar rather than the political appeal.
